ANNUAL  REPORT 

For  the  Year  1909. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cannock  Urban  District  Council. 
Gknti.kmen, 

1 beg  to  submit  m3'  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  during  the  3'ear  1909. 

The  number  of  births  registered  is  9i<f0,  which  includes  Hirtha 
VI'l  males  and  44H  females,  and,  calculated  on  a population 
of  26,000  to  mid-summer,  1909,  gives  a birth-rate  per 
1,000  per  annum  of  35*4.,  as  agviinst  39  for  1908,  and  33’7 
for  1907. 

The  natur  al  increase  of  population  is  509,  as  against 
622  for  1908,  and  514  for  1907. 

The  total  mean  birth  rate  for  the  past  10  years  is  37’4i 
as  against  38’2  for  the  year  190c,  and  38‘1  for  19o7. 

The  number  of  deaths  I’egistered  for  the  year  1909  is  Deaths 
411,  which,  on  a similar  calculation,  gives  a,  death  rate  of 
15'8,  as  against  15  for  1908,  and  13T  for  1907. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  non-residents  I’egistered  in 
Public  Institutions  in  the  district  is  26,  and  the  number 
of  deaths  of  residents  legistered  in  Public  Institutions 
bej’ond  the  district  is  15,  the  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the 
district  being  400,  and  the  corrected  death  rate  15  3 as 
against  14‘fc‘  for  the  year  1908.

The  toral  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  is  124,  giv- 
ing a death  rate  of  i'7,  as  against  4 9 for  1908,  and  4T() 
for  1907. 


The  mortality  per  1000  births  is  134.  <»r  13  4 per  cent., 
a.s  against  12  7 per  cent,  for  1908,  and  12'3  for  19i.)7. 

Out  of  124  deaths  52  occurred  under  one  month,  35 
being  under  one  week  old,  seven  btdween  one  and  two 
weeks,  three  between  two  and  three  weeks,  and  seven  be- 
tween three  and  four  weeks  old. 

Two  luicertified  deaths  occurred  under  one  year  one 
being  under  one  w'eek  old,  the  other  between  eight  and 
nine  months  old 

The  percentage  of  infantile  mortality,  calculated  on  the 
nett  deaths  at  all  ages,  is  30  2,  as  against  33  8 for  1908.

A glance  at  the  above  table  will  show  that  the  chief 
causes  of  death  have  been  prematuiity,  marasmas,  con- 
genital defects,  pneumonia,  debility,  measles,  diarrhoea, 
influenza,  bronchitis  and  convulsions  ; and  chat  the 
Chadsmoor  Ward  exhibits  the  highest  Bgure  in  infantile 
moi-tality.  I do  not  think  I can  add  any  more  to  the 
discussion  of  this  subject  than  what  you  will  find  in  my 
Annual  Report  for  1908,  except  that  the  following 
particulai-s  of  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants  during  1909 
will  be  of  interest,  viz.  : —

Also  aniorpfst  other  deaths  was  that  of  a newly-born 
male  child,  unknown,  found  drowned  in  the  Hednesford 
Basin  of  the  Birmingham  Canal.  A verdict  of  wilful 
murder  was  returned  at  the  inquest  against  some  person 
or  ])ersons  unknown. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  is  50,  as  against  46  for 
1908,  and  25  for  1907.  Included  amongst  them  were  fif- 
teen from  measles,  one  from  scarlatina,  two  from  whoop- 
ing cou"h,  three  from  diptheria  and  membranous  croup, 
two  from  inftuen/.a,  four  fi'ora  diarrhoea,  and  eleven  fioira 
bi'onchitis  and  pneumonia. 

There  is  practically  the  same  marked  differeiiie  in  mor- 
tality between  children  under  one  year  and  those  from  one 
to  five  yeai-s  as  existed  in  1908. 

Deaths  fiom  the  various  disea.ses  were  as  follows,  viz. —

Twenty-one  deaths  occurred  as  against  nine  in  the 
preceding  year,  six  being  in  the  Cannock  Wanl,  three  in 
the  Hednesford  Ward,  and  twelve  in  the  Chadsmoor 
Ward.  Successive  outbreaks  of  this  disease  occuiTed 
throughout  the  year  in  the  different  pai-ts  of  the  district, 
the  school  attendances  decr  easing  so  r ii])idly  ms  r-ender’ed 
it  forthwith  necessar’y  to  adopt  infant  school  closur  e.

On  occouut  of  the  continued  prevalence  of  the  disease 
in  Green  Heath,  the  West  Hill  Infants’  School  was  kept 
closed  in  July. 

The  death-rate  per  1000  equals  '8.  One  case  was  fatal 
from  suppression,  the  others  were  complicated  with 
broncho- pneumonia. 

Two  deaths  occurred  out  of  a total  number  of  63  cases.  Scarlatina 
an  against  a similar  number  out  of  117  cases  in  1908,  the 
percentajre  being  3 1.  Goth  cases  occurred  in  the  Hed- 
iiesford  Ward,  and  under  6ve  years. 

Seven  deaths  were  recorded,  as  against  four  in  the  Whoopiuf? 
preceding  year,  three  being  in  the  Cannock  Ward,  and  ‘ 
four  in  tlie  Chadsmoor  Ward.  They  all  occurred  under 
five  years. 

Four  deaths  occurred,  as  against  three  in  the  preceding  nipthena Rnd 
year,  three  being  in  the  Hednesford  Ward,  and  one  in  the  uroap™””"^ 
Chadsmoor  Ward.

Eleven  deaths  were  lecorded,  as  against  14  in  1908,  and  Epidemic 
6 in  1907.  Five  deaths  occurred  in  the  Hednesford  Ward,  ° 
and  six  in  the  Chadsmoor  Ward.  Eight  deaths  out  of 
the  eleven  were  under  5 years.  This  disease  was  mostly 
prevalent  during  tlie  w'inter  months,  the  fatal  ca.ses 
generally  ending  with  broncho-pneumonia. 

Ten  deaths  occurred,  as  against  nine  in  the  preceding  Diarrho** 
year,  four  being  in  the  Cannock  Ward,  three  in  the 
Hednesford  Ward,  and  three  in  the  Chadsmoor  Ward. 

.Nine  of  these  deaths  occurred  under  five  years. 

Two  deaths  occured  in  the  Hednesford  Ward,  and  one  Enteritis 
in  the  Chadsmoor  Waid — total  three,  all  under  five  years. 

Five  deaths  wei  e recorded  in  the  preceding  year,  all  under 
five  years.

Twenty-two  eases  were  recorded,  as  against  twenty- 
three  in  1908,  and  eighteen  in  1907.  Ten  of  the  deaths 
occurred  from  fifteen  to  twenty-6ve  years,  and  nine  from 
twenty-five  to  sixty-five  years.  The  cases  w'ere  distributed 
as  follows,  viz.: — ten  in  the  Cannock  Ward,  five  in  the 
Hednesford  Ward,  seven  in  the  Chadsmoor  Ward,  and 
two  in  the  Workhouse. 

Included  amongst  these  deaths  were  five  miners,  two 
tool-makers,  one  engine-roadman,  one  horse-driver  in  a 
coal  mine,  one  gardener,  one  surveyor’s  assistant,  one 
banksman,  and  one  puddler. 

Nine  deaths  were  recorded,  as  against  ten  in  1908,  and 
six  in  1907.  Two  occurred  in  the  Cannock  Ward,  thiee 
in  the  Hednesho’d  W’ai'd.  and  four  in  the  Chadsmoor 
Ward.  Seven  of  the  deaths  occurred  under  live  years. 

d'liirty  deaths  were  recorded  as  against  twenty-two 
in  the  preceding  year.  Eleven  deaths  occurred  in  the 
Cannock  Ward,  nine  in  the  Hedne.sford  W’aid,  and  five  in 
the  Chadsmoor  W'^ard.  Phye  deaths  were  recorded  in  the 
Workhouse. 

Sixty-two  deaths  were  recorded,  as  against  tifty-seven 
in  1908,  and  sixty-three  in  11*07.  Seventeen  cases  occur- 
red in  the  Cannock  Ward,  twenty-five  in  the  Hednesford 
Ward,  fifteen  in  the  Chadsmoor  Ward,  and  five  in  the 
Woi-khou.se.

preceding  year  Two  occurred  in  the  Hednesford  Ward, 
amt  two  in  the  Chadsmoor  W ard. 

Six  deaths  w-ere  recorded,  three  in  the  Cannock  Ward, 
one  in  the  Hednesford  Wai-d,  and  t>wo  in  tlie  Chadsmoor 
W'ard  A similar  number  was  i-ecorded  in  1908. 

None,  as  against  three  deat’ns  in  1908. 

Nineteen  deaths  were  recordec.  as  against  twenty-eight 
in  I9u8,  and  nineteen  in  1907.  Six  occurrt'd  in  the  Can- 
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nock  W aril,  two  i;.  tlie  Hednesford  Ward,  and  eleven  in 
the  Cliadsnioor  VV'ard. 

Three  cases  were  registered,  as  against  one  in  1908.  Acclaenu^of 
Two  occurred  in  the  Cannock  Ward,  and  one  in  the 
Chadsinoor  Ward. 

'I'ldrty-two  cases  occurred,  as  against  twenty-seven  m Heart  Disease 
1908,  and  32  in  1907.  Twelve  cases  belonged  to  the  Can- 
nock Ward,  fourteen  to  the  Hednesford  Ward,  and  six  ro 
llie  Cliadsnioor  Ward. 


Thirteen  cases  were  notified,  as  against  ten  in  1908, and  Accidents 
eight  in  1907,  six  of  them  being  Colliery  Accidents,  as 
against  two  in  the  jireceding  year.  'I’he  annual  death 
rate  per  loOO  is  5,  as  against  38  for  1 9o8,  and  32  for 
1907.

The  followirifr  are  the  details  of  the  va/ious  diseases 
notified  duriii"  1909,  viz.  : — 

The  number  of  cases  notified  is  6d  in  48  houses,  as 
against  117  in  91  houses  in  the  preceding  year,  w’hich  is 
approximately  a 50  per  cent,  reduction  and  must  be  con- 
sidered gratifying,  especially  as  the  population  of  the  dis- 
trict is  increasing  and  approximately  2fi,50(). 

The  percentage  of  sca*’latinal  notifications  on  the  sum 
total  of  diseases  notified  is  71’fi  appi-oximately,  as  against 
68’4  in  the  pi’eceding  year. 

The  number  of  scarlatinal  cases  in  1907  was  2.17  in  178 
houses,  and  in  19'*C)  the  number  reeoi-ded  was  251  cast's  in 
187  houses  Quite  a marked  contrast  when  compai-ed 
with  1909. 

'I’he  cases  last  year  were  distributed  as  follows,  viz.  : — 

Cannock  Waud. — 37  cases  in  28  houses,  as  a</ainst  7U 
eases  in  53  houses  in  1908. 

Hednicskori)  Ward — 16  eases  in  11  houses,  as  again.st 
23  cases  in  17  hous-  s in  I'.'US. 

CiiadsvOOR  \\  AHD. — 1'.‘  eases  in  9 houses,  as  atrainst  24 
cases  in  21  houses  in  1908. 

Two  fatal  cases  were  rtu'otdtd  nut  of  the  63  notified,  as 
against  two  eases  out  of  117  notified  in  1908. 

Nine  cases  weie  notified  as  against  twelve  in  1908  and 
eight  in  1907.  One  case  oceuned  in  the  Cannock  Ward, 
four  in  the  Hednesford  Ward,  and  four  in  l he  C'lad.sm  tor 
Waid 

Four  cases  of  diptheria  were  notified  in  thetailv  part 
of  the  year,  two  of  them  being  fatal  -there  were  no  hical 
conditions  found  to  at'cou.it  for  tl;e  disease  in  any  of  the 
ca.ses.  Defective  drainage  conditions  existed  on  the  prem- 
ises of  a ease  of  dipthei-ia  in  Green  Heath — the  case  was 
i emo\ ed  to  an  Isolatnin  W ard  in  the  \\  olverhampton 
Hospital  and  trachertomy  performed — the  patient  recov- 
ered. A fatal  case  oceui-red  in  the  Heilnesford  Ward, 
also  a fatal  one  in  the  Chadsnioor  Ward,  but  no  local  clue 
V as  found  in  either  instance  to  account  for  the  ontt>reak. 
A case  of  diptheria  occurred  in  Git'en  Heath  in  .Inly,  and 
here  again  no  insanitary  conditions  existed  on  the  prem- 
i.ses.  Anti-toxin  serum  has  been  .supplied  to  pract itioner.s 
with  undoubted  success  in  cases,  and  1 have  used  ii  with 
(piick  relief  ind  success  in  cases 
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Tlie  case  of  membranous  crouj)  occurred  iu  the  Cliads- 
Ui00i‘  Ward. 

Tliii  teen  ca.ses  weie  notifb  d,  a.s  ii<raiust  twenty  one  in 
1008  and  twenty  eight  in  1907.  Five  occurrc<l  in  the 
(\innock'  Ward,  tliree  in  the  Hednesford  Ward,  four  in 
the  Chadsmoor  Ward,  and  one  in  the  Workhouse. 

One  case  was  notified,  as  against  thii  teen  in  ] 908 
and  one  in  1907.  It  was  imported  i»ito  the  Hednesford 
Ward  from  Bii-mingham,  and  the  Sanitaiy  Authority 
tliere  was  duly  informed. 

One  case  was  notified,  as  against  eight  in  1908  and  PuerperalFever 
five  in  1907.  This  is  a satisfactoiy  decrease.  The  ease 
occurred  in  Hednesford  Ward  and  was  duly  reported  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  There  was  a lii.stoiy  of  similar 
trouble,  and  thei  e did  not  appear  to  be  any  blame  attached 
to  the  midwife  in  attendance.  The  patient  recovered.  The 
Midwives’  Act  1902,  has  come  fully  into  force,  and  from 
now  no  woman  may  habitually  and  for  gain  ” attend 
women  in  childbirth  unless  she  be  certified  under  the  Act. 

The  object  of  the  Act  is  to  ensure  that  midwifery  pi  ac-tice 
shall  be  cari  ied  on  only  by  properly  qualified  women,  and 
the  date  upon  which  its  provisions  as  to  the  certification 
of  midwives  should  begin  to  operate  has  been  posponed  in 
Older  that  a sufficient  time  might  be  provided  for  the 
training  of  those  who  were  to  be  required  to  take  out  the 
certificates.  A Cmtral  Midwives’  Hoard  was  formed 
under  the  Act  to  frame  rules  regulating  the  issue  of  cer- 
tificates, the  conditions  of  admi.ssion  to  the  roll  of  mid- 
wives. the  course  of  training,  the  conduct  of  examinations, 
etc.  ’I'he  rules  of  the  Hoaid  were  ap[)roved  by  Order  in 
Council  in  August,  1908,  four  months  after  the  Act  came 
into  force,  and  the  first  examination  was  heldin.Iune, 

1905.  The  enrolment,  withour  examination,  of  practising 
and  previously  certificated  midwives  cea.sed  accoidin  trly 
to  the  provisions  of  tiie  Act  on  ^lairh  31st,  1905.  Alter 
that  date  the  name  or  title  of  midwife  was  restricted  to 
women  who  were  on  the  I'oll.  \ow  no  woman  who  is  not 
on  the  roll  will  be  able  to  practise  as  a mitlwifc  except 
under  medical  supervision  or  in  cases  of  emergency. 

Although  the  Board  does  not  undertake  the  training  of

Tlie  hoard  provides  for  the  holding  of  examinations  six 
times  a year  in  Londoji,  and  three  times  a year  in  the 
Country.  At  the  end  of  1909  there  were  28  815  eertiti- 
eated  midwives  on  the  loll.  Tt  may  be  added  tliat  under 
tlie  Act  evoiy  midwife  is  bound  to  send  for  medical  lielp 
when  she  is  in  a difficulty,  and  then  afterwards  she  ceases 
to  be  responsible  The  Act  does  not  provide  payment  for 
the  dnctoi-,  however,  and  he  has  often  gone  unpaid.  In 
February,  1908,  the  Privy  Council  issued  a circular  to 
Guai-dians  advising  that  “ it  is  competent  to  the  (1  iiardians 
to  pay  the  fee  of  any  medical  man  called  in  on  the  advice 
of  a midwife  to  attend  upon  a poor  pei'son  in  case  of  a 
difHculty,”  and  in  this  district  the  Cannock  Board  of 
Guardians,  actir.g  on  this  circular,  provides  payment  for 
medical  help  when  found  necessary. 

An  r)utbreak  of  mumps  occui-red  in  Cha<lsmoor  'Vard 
fi’om  Febrnai  v to  Apiil,  in  cniR-urience  with  an  epidemic 
of  measles  in  that  Ward.  The  cases  were,  whenever  and 
wherever  possible,  excluded  from  School. 

Chicken-pox  was  somewhat  jtrevalent  in  Green  Heath 
during  A])j  il,  ilay,  and  November;  [latieiits  and  possible 
contacts  were  excluded  from  Sc'iool. 

^V  hoopijig  cough  was  also  faiily  j)revalent  in  Green 
Heath  dui’ing  Xovmnber  and  Hecember,  but  abated  to- 
wards the  close  of  tlie  yeav.  'I'he  patients  were  excluded 
Irom  Schocd  for  si. \ weeks  or  until  thei  ough  ceasetl.

Sanitary  Inspector's  Report 

For  Year  ending  December  3lst,  1909. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

GkNTLK.ViKN, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Seventh  Annual 
Report,  viz. : that  for  the  year  ending  December  .Slst, 

1909. 

The  Night  Soil  Contract  of  Mr.  E.  Blewitt  having  ex- 
pired on  December  2oth,  i908,  new  tenders  w^ere  invited 
These,  however,  turned  out  to  be  considerably  in  excess  of 
the  previous  year’,  and  1 was  insti'ucted  to  prepai’e  an  es- 
timate for  carrying  out  this  work  by  the  Council,  as  it  was 
tlioirght  it  would  in  this  case  be  done  in  a rnor’e  efficient 
manner,  without  incurring  extra  cost.  The  Estimate  was 
prepared  and  the  Council  decided  to  undertake  the  work 
of  Kefii.-ie  Removal. 

Mr-.  Blewitt  approached  the  Council  with  a request  tli at 
they  would  pur-chase  his  stock,  arrd  a Committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  matter  and  report.  They  met  at 
Mr.  Blewitt’s  to  see  what  he  had  for  sale,  and  it  was  even- 
tually decided  to  make  him  art  offer  of  £129  for  four 
horses,  five  carts,  four  sets  of  harness,  arrd  a number  of 
tools.  This  offer  was  accejited  and  the  goods  were  delivered 
at  the  Council’s  Yard  on  January  8rd,  19U9. 

The  work  of  Night  Soil  Removal  was  commenced  on 
Sunday  Night,  January  4th,  with  a staff  of  twelve  men. 

After  one  month’s  experience  of  w-orking  nights  it  was 
decided  to  alter  this  course  and  work  days,  the  roads  hav- 
ing been  so  dar  k that  the  men  could  not  see  properly  to 
tr-Hvel,  and  the  work  suffered  in  consequence. 

Fr-om  the  financial  statement,  comparing  the  estimated 
cost  with  the  actual  expenditure  of  the  New  Department, 
it  will  lie  noticed  that  our  forecast  for  1909  turned  out  to 
be  ver-y  near  the  mark.  But,  in  estimating  for  the  year 
191u,  we  have  to  remember  that  since  this  work  has  been 
undertaken  by  the  Council,  considetably  over  one  hundred 
new  houses  have  been  built  in  t he  district,  and  an  incr'ease 
of  cost  will  naturally  follow. 


Rkfuse  Tii’s  ANu  I’RivrKs. — The  matter  of  Refuse  Tips 
is  now  causing  seia’ous  ti-ouble.  and  before  the  present  year 
closes  others  will  have  to  be  found.  I would  suggest  that 
the  gravel  pit  at  Brooinhill  might  well  be  used  as  a tip  for 
dry  ashes,  and  so  relieve  the  one  at  Terrace  Road,  Cbads- 
iMoor.  Then  again,  there  is  no  doubt  the  time  has  now 
arrived  when  the  Council  will  have  to  strictly  proliibit  the 
erection  of  any  houses  having  privies  attached  to  them. 
'I'here  are  two  very  strong  reasons  for  this  action  being 
enforced,  the  first  being  the  nuisance  to  the  public  caused 
by  the  necessity  of  carting  away  the  wet  refii.se  in  the 
daytime,  and  the  .second  the  fact  that  removal  of  dry 
refuse  not  only  costs  considerably  less  in  the  matter  of 
both  time  and  tools,  but  it  can  be  done  at  anytime. 

During  the  year  10,097  loads  of  refuse  have  been  re- 
moved from  8,8'^4  houses,  repre.scnl ing  4,d72  ashpits. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  preliminary  notices  have  been 
served  upon  owners  of  property  to  remedy  .sanitary  defects 
discovered  in  the  course  of  my  inspections. 

'I'he  premises  referred  to  in  the  notices  were  subsequently 
revisited  7.~i6  reinspection.'^  Iiaving  been  made;  42  letters 
were  wi'itten  to  owners  urging  compliance  with  notices; 
76  statutory  notices  being  sul).se(]uently  served  by  your 
orders  The  e.xecution  of  the  necessary  works  requiivd  l»y 
these  notices  Imve  been  much  facilitated  by  interviews  I 
have  had  with  ownets,  asfents,  or  builders  either  at  the 
projierties  concerned,  or  at  my  office,  most  owners  mani- 
festing a desire  to  comply  with  our  reijuirements 

Thirty-one  houses  have  been  drained  and  connected  to 
the  main  sewer.  257  yards  of  new  glazed  stoneware 
})ipes  have  beet;  laid;  al.so  69  new  glazed  stoneware  gul- 
lies have  been  provided  and  fixed  ; 21  choked  drains  have 
been  opened  and  cleansed,  man}’  of  these  being  relaid,  rep- 
resenting 40  houses;  15  defective  drains  have  beeu  re- 
paired or  relaid 

1 n 8H  instances  f hev  have  either  repaired  or  rebuilt  j)rivi*-s 
and  ashpits,  and  in  32  cases  new  aslipits  have  been  built. 
17  new  closets  and  ashpits  have  been  substituted  for 
dilapidated  and  insanitary  ones,  and  44  open  ashpits  have 
been  repaired  and  covered  in.  22  water  closets  have  been 
substituted  for  foul  privies  ; K*  stoneware  sanitary  sinks 
have  l-een  fixed  in  yilace  of  insanitary  brick  sink. 

There  are  21-  Rt*gistered  and  8 Licensed  Slaughter 
Houses  in  the  Cannock  District.  'I’lie  inspection  of  these 
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has  received  my  regular  attention,  much  time  having  been 
given  to  their  supervision.  The  number  of  visits  paid  to 
slaughter  houses  being  840,  in  addition  to  508  visits  to 
Butchers’  Shoy)S,  and  57  visits  to  markets. 

The  approximate  amount  of  meat  coming  under  my 
observation  is  as  follows  : — 1.700  sides  of  beef,  1,760  car- 
esses of  mutton  and  lamb,  195  carcases  of  veal,  and  2,000 
slaughtered  pigs. 

The  amount  of  diseased  and  unsound  nieat  which  has 
been  surrendered  being  2.240  ibs.  of  beef,  200  lbs  of  pork, 
81  lbs.  of  livers,  and  343  lbs.  of  offals.  These  were  all 
satisfactorily  disposed  of. 

One  application  was  made  for  the  transfer  of  a slaughter 
house  licence,  which  was  granted  for  one  year  under  the 
P.H.A.A  A.,  1890,  and  nine  applications  for  renewals  were 
granted  for  a similar  period. 

Sixty  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  Knacker- 
yard.  These  premises  are  kept  comparatively  clean  taking 
into  consideration  the  nature  of  the  trade  carried  on  thei  e. 

There  are  two  Common  Loilging  Houses  ; these  have 
been  regularly  inspected,  sj)ecial  attention  being  given  to 
cleansing,  lime-washing,  and  sanitary  arrangements;  74 
inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year.  These 
houses  are  kept  clean,  no  occasion  has  arisen  for  the  in- 
stitution of  proceedings  through  the  contiavention  of  the 
bye-laws,  and  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  has  occurred. 

One-hundred-and-twenty  inspections  of  School  Sanitary 
conveniences  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  I am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  they  have  been  kept  com- 
paratively clean. 

Fifty-four  inspections  of  Bakehouses,  and  30  inspections 
of  workshops  have  been  made  dux'ing  the  year.  The 
nuisances  found  were  chiefly  the  need  of  limewashing, 
which  was  remedied  after  the  attention  of  the  tenant  had 
been  called  to  the  matter.

On  the  whole  the  Cabins  are  kept  clean.  The  boats 
visiting  this  district  <xre  worked  chiefly  by  men  in  pairs, 
so  that  one  boat  is  being  loaded  while  the  other  is  taken 
to  its  destination.  There  were  tw'enty  boats  worked  by 
men  only,  and  fifteen  by  a man,  his  wife,  and  one  or  moi’e 
children.  This  accounts  largely  for  the  small  number  of 
contraventions  of  the  act. 

I have  given  special  attention  to  the  condition  of  the 
cabins  as  to  cleaidincss  and  ventilation.  With  regard  to 
the  health  of  the  occupants  i find  them  to  be  compara- 
tively clean  and  healthy,  with  no  evidence  of  any  serious 
illness  or  infectious  disease. 

The  other  details  of  the  work  of  my  department  are 
tabulated  on  the  accompanying  tables. 

1 have  to  again  thank  the  Committee  for  the  support 
they  have  given  me  in  the  w'ork  of  my  department.
